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Would-be murderer a priest 
once tied to renegade bishop

FATIMA, Portugal (NC) — A man 
dressed in priestly garb and carrying a 
large knife was seized by police May 12 in 
an attempted attack upon Pope John Paul 
II, who was uninjured in the incident, 
during the first day of his visit to Fatima. 


The man was identified by police as 
32-year-old Juan Fernandez Krohn, a 
Spanish citizen who lived near Paris. 


THE ATTACKER, who ran forward 
and was able to get within several yards of 
the pontiff before he was overwhelmed, 
reportedly shouted ‘‘down with the pope”’ 
and ‘‘down with Vatican II’’ or ‘‘death to 
the Second Vatican Council’’ as he was 
dragged away by police. The scuffle 
occurred at the end of an evening prayer 
service. 

It also occurred on the eve of the 
anniversary of the attempted 
assassination of the pope May 13, 1981, 


in St. Peter’s Square in Rome. One of the | 
| reasons the pope came to Portugal was to 
give thanks at Fatima for surviving that 


attempt on his life. 


A member of the papal staff who was 
an eyewitness said the assailant got within 
approximately five meters, or six yards, 
of the pope. A Vatican press spokesman 
said later that Fernandez Krohn told 
police he intended to kill the pope. 


A SENIOR Portuguese police official 
said that ‘‘both his weapon and his 
attitude leave no doubt that he would 
have murdered the pope if he had got 
close enough to him.”’ 


Fernandez Krohn was interrogated and 
then taken to Lisbon, the capital of 
Portugal, where anti-terrorism agents 
further. questioned him, Portuguese 
police said. 

He has been charged with attempted 
murder. The weapon used in the attack 
was identified by police as a bayonet that 
goes with German Mauser rifles used by 
Portuguese police. C

Juan Fernandez Krohn, arraigned 
May 14 in Portugal on charges of the 
attempted murder of John Paul II two 
days before during the pontiff’s visit to 
Fatima, was ordained a priest by dissident 
Archbishop Marcel Lefevbre in 1978; 
said his first Mass, at which Archbishop 


‘Lefebvre spoke, in rented space in a 


fashionable Madrid hotel, and then broke 
with the archbishop and his Fraternity of 
St. Pius X, apparently over the issue of 
papal authority. 

During his arraignment, he was 
ordered held for trial. 


AFTER THE attempted 
assassination, Archbishop Lefebvre’s 
group issued a statement denouncing the 
attack on the pope and reaffirming its 
attachment to the Holy See. 


The fraternity was founded by 
Archbishop Lefebvre originally as a 
spiritual center and residence for 
seminarians studying at the nearby 
University of Fribourg, Switzerland, and 
in 1970 was recognized as a diocesan 
congregation by a Swiss bishop. 
Canonical approval for the fraternity, 
then operating at Econe, Switzerland, 
was later withdrawn. The fraternity 
opposes many Vatican II-initiated 
reforms, ecumenism, and the use of 
languages other than Latin in the Mass. 
Its priests are validly but illicitly ordained 
— that is, they have been ordained by a 
bishop but their ordinations and priestly 
ministries are not authorized by the 
Church — and they use the discontinued 
16th-century Tridentine Mass instead of 
the liturgy adopted since Vatican II. 

Pope Paul VI barred the archbishop 
from exercising his priestly functions after 
Archbishop Lefebvre ordained 
seminarians against the pope’s wishes. 
He met with Vatican officials after John 
Paul II became pope but, although there

SAN MARCOS — A two-year 
experiment in Catholic high school 
education in the North County will come 
to an end next month with the closing of 
Thomas Aquinas High School. 


The private institution was recognized 
by the Diocese of San Diego, but was an 
independent school owned and operated 
by a board of trustees composed of 
students’ parents and other interested 
parties who wanted to see a Catholic 
secondary school in the area. 

THE DEMISE of Thomas Aquinas 
was’ primarily a result of great 
expectations on the part of the parents, 
and the reality of limited resources which 
could just not attract the large number of 


students needed to make the school 
successful. 


With a student body of 60 or so and 
classrooms in rented office space, with no 
campus and a minimum of extra- 
curricular activities, Thomas Aquinas 
“never attained the level of enrollment 
necessary to operate on a cost-effective 
basis,’? said Father Dennis Clark, 
diocesan superintendent of schools. 


This view was shared by Father 
William E. Elliot, vicar for education of 
the diocese, who called the two-year 
venture ‘‘premature.’’ The board had 
already filed for Chapter 11 bankruptcy 
proceedings in federal court, a move 
which further undermined public

VISTA — ‘‘The Catholic Church has 
raised its ugly head again via the Rev. 
Thomas Byrne, pastor of St. Francis 
Catholic Church in Vista,’’ complained a 
letter published in the San Diego Union 
May 5. ‘‘Will we ever have the 
opportunity to send Rev. Thomas Byrne 
back to Ireland?’’ asked L.L. Lane of El 
Cajon at the letter’s conclusion. 


‘‘Let him send me the fare, and I’ll 
go,’ said Father Byrne, fresh from a 
victory over two local places of 
‘fentertainment’’ which featured male 
strippers. Father Byrne’s battle for 
decency in this fast-growing community 
between Oceanside and Escondido 
attracted considerable media attention, 
including the letter from his ‘‘admirer’’ 
in E] Cajon, who also asked, ‘‘Will we 
ever have the opportunity to close down 


the Catholic Church and put them out of 
business in this country?’’ 


THE LETTER writer is obviously 
oblivious to just what kind of priest Father 
Byrne is, and what kind of parish St. 
Francis is. Not only has the parish kept 
pace with North County’s population 
explosion, but it meets the spiritual, 
educational and social needs of well over 
2,000 Catholic families. It is a busy 
parish, but never an impersonal one. 


St. Claire Sister Jacinta Mone’s task as 
parish Sister is to knock on every door as 
part of the parish outreach program. 
“She has gone door-to-door, literally 
knocked on every door, and brought 
many people back to the Church,’’ said 
Father Byrne. 


There are two associates at St. Francis 
— Fathers Fernando Ramirez and B. 
Alton Kelley — and two deacons, Robert

POWAY — Lois Richards of St. Pius 
X parish, Chula Vista, is the new 
chairman of the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council; she succeeds James Haskins of 
St. Mary Magdalene parish, San Diego. 
Thomas Spencer of Our Lady of Angels 
parish, San Diego, was elected vice- 
chairman. 

In addition, Anne McDaniels, St. 
Brigid parish, Pacific Beach, and Robert 
Goggin, St. Vincent de Paul parish, San 
Diego, were elected to the DPC’s 
executive board. 

THE VOTING came May 15 as the 
DPC, which acts in an advisory capacity 
to the bishop, concluded its sixth year of 
operation. The meeting was hosted by 
Father Charles Dollen, pastor of St. 
Gabriel Church; also present was Father 
Jeremiah Murphy, vicar of the Escondido 
deanery. 

In his opening remarks, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher again reaffirmed his support of 
President Reagan’s call for a 
constitutional amendment that would 
permit prayer in the nation’s public 
schools. 

The separation of church and state dees 

_ not mean the separation of thé peop 
from religion, but is meant to be-a saf¢- 
guard so that no religion will become 
a state-established religion, he told the 
delegates. 


THE BISHOP also reminded the 


delegates that the sixth general assembly 
of the Synod of Bishops will be meeting in 
Rome in 1983 on the theme, 
“‘Reconciliation and Penance in the 
Mission of the Church,’’ and encouraged 
them to question how Catholics today 
view the sacrament and how the Church 
can respond in this very important area. 


Father Douglas Regin, executive 
director of Catholic Community Services 
reported on the dramatic and very real 
increase in the need for emergency 
assistance. This need includes families 
who previously were able to manage on 
their own but who no longer can because 
of government cutbacks, both federal and 
local, as well as high unemployment and 
changing eligibility requirements. 

Funds are needed to continue the 
emergency assistance program, said 
Father Regin, who noted that Bishop 
Maher is currently trying to raise $50,000 
to enable CCS to meet the increased 
demands being placed upon it. 


IN OTHER action, the DPC endorsed 
several recommendations, including a 
Peace and Justice Commission statement 
on peace through nuclear disarmament, 
and recommended it to the bishop for his 
approval; the DPC also endorsed a June 6 
interfaith peace service to be held ‘in 
Balboa Park, and, with a few changes, the 
work of the due process committee, which 
was also forwarded to the bishop for his 
approval. —

ST. FRANCIS also utilizes a full-time 
youth ministries director and a full-time 
music director, who is available to the 
liturgy commission of the parish council, 
the CCD program and the parish 
parochial school. 


The full-time parish staff also includes

Velasquez and Lucio Cammacho, who 
see to the physical plant, which includes 
the new church building, a new hall and 
old hall, parish center, school, convent 
and St. Vincent de Paul Center. 


The large physical plant at St. Francis 
gives it a solid base with which to reach 
out into the community with a number of 
services. More than 150 eucharistic 
ministers bring communion to the 
elderly, shut-ins and hospitalized after 
Mass on Sundays; there is a parish blood 
bank, and the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, in which parishioners Ann and 
Frank Trainor are quite active, 
distributes food, clothing, and will soon 
even have a soup kitchen on the parish 
grounds. 


YOUNG PEOPLE and their 
education are important at the Vista 
parish. Members of the active youth 
group have their own Friday morning 
Mass at 6 a.m., and there are over 1,000 
children enrolled in the parish CCD 
program, which can count on over 150 
volunteer teachers and aides, said Mrs. 
Estelle Deptulla, a fifth-grade teacher at 
St. Francis School, who is also director of 
religious education at the parish. 


St. Francis School itself has 460 
students in pre-school through the ninth 
grade, and Audrey Tellers, the principal, 
says ‘‘our uniqueness is because of the 
great support of our parents in our 
programs.’’ 


Close to 90 percent of all parents with 
students at St. Francis School, she noted, 
assist in-one way or another, whether in 
the hot lunch program, on field trips, with 
yard duties, or in their support of the 
school and its activities. 


“OUR EXCELLENCE also depends 
on the openness and willingness of the 
pastor to let us look and experiment with 
different programs,’’ she added. Those 
programs also extend to special religious 
education for young people and adults, 
said Community of the Holy Spirit Sister 
Mary Bartosh. 


Bob Foo has been a St. Francis 
parishioner for 23 years, and is currently 
president of the parish council. And the 
success of the parish, he feels, is because 
of the generosity of the people who make 
it up: ‘‘When they see the need, they 
come forward with their time and 
money.”’ 


A little more than three decades old, St. 
Francis has mirrored the remarkable 
growth taking place in the North County 
and managed to more than meet the 
needs that have been placed upon it. 
There are the traditional parish groups 
and services, even Cursillo, Boy and Girl 
Scouts, Guadalupanos and Knights of 
Columbus, and some that set the parish 
apart, like a small religious article and 
book store run by the Legion of Mary. 


BUT THERE is also an eye toward the 
future, noted Frank Mercardante, 
chairman of the parish council’s 
administration commission, which is in 
the process of beginning an over-all 
master plan for the short and long range. 


Under Father Byrne, St. Francis 
Church is a visible and valuable part of 
this North County community, ‘‘growing 
in age and grace and wisdom,”’ he noted, 
serving an extraordinary number of 
people in some extraordinary ways.

New view of Mary 


During this month of May, I would like to share a view 
of Mary presented by Doris Donnelly, a faculty member of 
Princeton Theological Seminary. 

Mary, Ms Donnelly said, is a model for today’s women. 
The Gospels present Mary as a mature, commitfed and 
alert person from the time of the Annunciation. 


The Magnificat is not passive, Ms. Donnelly said. ‘‘It’s a 
call for revolutionary action and change.’’ In the 
Magnificat’s words about the proudhearted and haughty, 
Ms Donnelly sees the proclamation of a cultural 
revolution. : 

In considering the mother of Christ as a model for 
women of today, Ms Donnelly declared: ‘‘She proclaims 
an economic revolution by which the hungry and starving 
get the good things of. the world, instead of their being 
monopolized by the rich. Mary’s Magnificat says, “You who 
are comfortable watch out because the tables are going to 
turn on you.’ ”’ 

Ms Donnelly says the 90-mile journey which Mary and 
Joseph made from Nazareth to Bethlehem would indicate 
Mary was a physically strong woman. The birth in a stable 
indicates Mary and Joseph identify with the poorest of the 
poor. 

In Egypt, Jesus, Mary and Joseph are exiles. Joseph is a 
migrant worker who is probably given the most menial of 
jobs. ‘‘Mary experienced the hatred, jealousy and venom 
of the political rulers of the day,’’ Ms Donnelly says. 
‘‘They lived as refugees. Mary can identify with oppressed 
groups. She has enemies. Her son has enemies. She faced 
that situation bravely, sadly, and I would say, 
courageously.”’ 

Ms Donnelly noted also that Mary was undoubtedly 
politcially alert, keeping her eyes and ears on Palestine, 
getting whatever news she could of political change there. 

The Gospel account of the wedding feast of Cana 
presents Mary as a mature woman. During Jesus’ public 
life, Mary must have been confronted with the question, 
‘‘Mary, what is happening to that boy of yours? He 
befriends prostitutes.”’ 

Mary was with her son as the plot thickened against him. 
“She had to be aware her son was tortured, and she had to 
be aware of an unjust trial. She was powerless, just as the 
very marginal people of the world today are powerless. 
Mary experienced her son being identified with criminals. 
There is not a man in the Gospels who came close to 
manifesting her steadfastness and maturity.’’ 

Mary, Ms Donnelly adds, can also be a model with 
regard to the issue of adoption. On the cross, Jesus said to 


Mary, ‘‘Behold your son,’’ and to the disciple John, ~ 


“‘Behold your mother.”’ 

Mary had to be concerned about the ordinary details of 
life as she looked forward to old age. ‘‘Like her son, her 
concern was living for others, proclaiming a religion of 
personal freedom and protesting the injustices of her day. 
In her retirement and widowhood, she was a worker for the 
early Church. She is a model for women in middle age and 
old age — to remain involved and committed.”’ 

Perhaps not everyone will agree with all of Ms 
Donnelly’s interpretations. But perhaps most of us can 
agree with Father James Bacik, a university chaplain in 
Ohio who recently said it was time ‘‘to revitalize Marian 
imagery for our contemporary world.”’

World reconsecrated to Mary 


FATIMA, Portugal (NC) — Pope. John Paul II 
reconsecrated the world to Mary at Fatima May 13 and 
declared that her message in apparitions here in 1917 is ‘‘still 
more relevant than it was 65 years ago.”’ 


As he celebrated Mass for an estimated one million pilgrims 
on the feast of Our Lady of Fatima, which also marked the first 
anniversary of the assassination attempt that nearly took his life 
in Rome last year, the 61-year-old pontiff said he saw in that 
‘‘mysterious coincidence...a special call to come to this 
place...to thank divine providence in this place which the 
mother of God seems to have chosen in a particular way.”’ 


He said that as pope he reads the message of Fatima ‘‘with 
trepidation’’ because he sees ‘how many people — how many 
Christians — have gone in the opposite direction. ..Sin has thus 
made itself firmly at home in the world, and denial of God has 
become widespread in the ideologies, ideas and plans of human 
beings.”’ 

He warned of ‘‘societies menaced by apostasy, threatened by 
moral degradation,’’ and declared, ‘‘The collapse of morality 
involves the collapse of societies.’’ 


‘*The successor of Peter presents himself here also as a 
witness to the immensity of human suffering, a witness to the 
almost apocalyptic menaces looming over the nations...My 
heart is oppressed when I see the sin of the world and the whole 
range of menaces gathering like a dark cloud over mankind,”’ 

. Pope John Paul said. 


In his homily Pope John Paul also defended the Church’s 
belief in ‘‘private revelations’’ such as Mary’s apparitions to 
three young children in Fatima 65 years ago. 


‘*The Church has always taught and continues to proclaim 
that God’s revelation was brought to completion in Jesus 
Christ, who is the fullness of that revelation, and that ‘no new 
public revelation is to be expected before the glorious 
manifestation of our lord,’ ’’ he said. ‘“The Church evaluates 
and judges private revelations by the criterion of conformity 
with that single public revelation.’’

An unfinal report 


After 12 years of theological research and ecumenical 
dialogue, the Anglican-Roman Catholic International 
Commission (ARCIC) has published its Final Report. Including 
texts of the commission’s earlier consensus statements on 
Eucharistic Doctrine (1971), Ministry and Ordination (1973), and 
Authority in the Church (1976), the Final Report adds a new 
statement on authority and optimistically proposes that 
“*., substantial agreement on these divisive issues is now 
possible.’’ Explaining that the purpose of the ARCIC dialogue 
has been not just doctrinal agreement but organic unity, the 
commission concludes: ‘‘...The convergence reflected in our 
Final Report would appear to call for the establishing of a new 
relationship between our Churches as a next stage in the 
journey towards Christian unity.’’ 

Two important questions which the report seems to leave 
unasked and unanswered are: (1) How is the possibility of 
substantial agreement ever to be realized? and (2) What structural 
shape might this new relationship between the Roman Catholic 
Church and the Anglican Communion actually take? 


In his foreword to the American edition of the report, Jesuit 
Father Herbert J. Ryan, one of nine Roman Catholic delegates 
to ARCIC, expresses the commission’s hope that the document 
will be ‘‘...studied by the members of both churches, win their 
approval and become, if not the basis, at least the catalyst for 
fuller cooperation between the Episcopal Church and the 
Roman Catholic Church...’’ 


Unfortunately, however, careful study and mere approval of - 


the Final Report will not affect substantial agreement on the 
doctrinal issues involved; and until such agreement is reached, 
establishment of a new relationship between the two churches 
would be premature. Without proposing some effective means 
to overcome the disagreements still dividing the churches, 
ARCIC’s hopes to catalyze reunion are unlikely to be met.

Of such stuff are dreams made 


It was quite a heated argument and the topic was dream 
interpretation. Ideas on the interpretation of dreams 
ranged from that it was both helpful and desirable to the 
suggestion of diabolic influence. 

Apparently God has an open mind on the subject, since 
He customarily used dreams as a means of direct and 
definitive communication on more than one occasion. But 
such dreams are unmistakable. They are not like other 
dreams and anyone who has ever experienced one is more 
likely to describe it as a visitation than a normal dream. 

THE DREAMS we were talking about are the 
common bedroom variety — often confused and 
confusing. From personal experience, it seems that most 
dreams are no more than a rerun of the things we have 
seen, felt, heard or taken part in during the day, but 
tumbling about out of order, or making connections with 
other remembered events or emotions. 

Usually I can relate incidents and the feelings of my 
dreams to quite minor happenings of the previous day. In 
fact I make a point of doing so because I do believe that 
our hidden fears or worries are often reflected in the way 
we dream.

mother had, for instance? She dreamed that she died and 
went to a bakery! The bakery had long shelves on which 
lay wrapped loaves of bread, one of which was she. She 
knew that all the other loaves were also deceased people 
and recognized one woman whose two husbands had 
preceded her. They were set neatly before her and — wait 
for it — they were jelly rolls! 


‘“‘WHAT COULD it mean?’ she asked. As it 
happened we had been speaking of baking and of death 
the previous day and her resting mind had played itself a 
little fantasy. The one aspect of the dream she found 
distressing was that the loaves of bread were not carefully 
wrapped but simply covered in newspaper. 


Obviously all dreams cannot be taken seriously. All the 
same they may be valuable in pointing out things which 
may be preying on a person’s mind. A young boy once 
told his mother of a nightmare he had been having fairly 
frequently in which he heard people talking in low angry 
voices followed by unpleasant laughter which frightened 
him very much. 

His mother, to her chagrin, was able to recognize the 
possibility that the boy, when younger, had overheard his 
parents quarreling and his distress was surfacing in the 


dream. Interestingly enough, after she had spoken to the 
boy of such a likelihood, he was free of his nightmare. 


SOMETIMES RECOGNIZING a fear or concern 
that surfaces in dreams can liberate us from its influence 
even if we have not been aware that it was oppressing us. 
To try to direct our lives through dreams or to find all 
kinds of ominous portent in them is less wise. True, there 
are people who have experienced precognition in dreams 
but not in every dream and not as frequently as some of us 
think. Dreams should be taken lightly and seen as a 
barometer of our emotional responses. 


If our dreams disturb us we can always take time to 
trace back the feelings and hints that lurk in them. But to 
allow ourselves to be oppressed and frightened by what is 
only a figment of our off-duty minds is foolish. 


If God ever decides to communicate with us through 
dreams, His message would probably be a great deal 
clearer than the gobbledeegook most dreams are made of, 
and impossible to ignore or forget. Judging from the way 
He has always worked, there would probably be no need 
for interpretation, and like Noah and Samuel we’d 
awaken saying, ‘‘Yes, Lord. Here I am!”’ 


Mini-, maxi-, self-serve 


Waiting in line sometimes allows reflection. This 
happened to me at a gas station recently. There was a 
service island called ‘‘Mini-Serve,’’ and another called 
“‘Maxi-Serve.”? To make it clear how service differed at 
each, there was a list of what was to be done for the 
amount of money per gallon. 


At the maxi-serve you have your windows cleaned, 
your oil checked, if you request it, and other sundry 
services once regular and which we took for granted. At 
the mini-serve all you receive is the gasoline itself. 


THESE DEVELOPMENTS were symbolic of the 
way much of our culture is going. For a minimum price 
you get minimum service. If you want amenities or 
extras, they cost money. Such is the price of progress. 


Is not this a symbol of what may have happened to 
people’s need for religious services? It is still surprising 
the number of people who expect their children to be 
educated in a Catholic school on the basis of a dollar a 
week the parents contribute to the Sunday collection. 
Somehow such Catholics feel it is a right they have, with 
no corresponding obligations. (They do have money to 
spend elsewhere.) 

There are people who only need mini-service in 
religion. They want a Mass on Sunday, or at least the 
Sundays they want to go. They demand a priest and 
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church to be available for a baptism, or a wedding or a 
burial. They desire a minimum of fuss with liturgy, allow 
no personal involvement in parish affairs, and say “‘We’ll 
call you when we need you, Father.”’ 


THERE ARE ALSO maxi-service types, who seek full 
treatment when they go to church. They ask first class all 
the way, with the best available in preaching or any other 
ministration of services. They are willing to give more; 
for them it is essential to have their needs provided for. 


This helps to understand the problem pastors are 
having in working out the implications of that mysterious 
word ‘‘community.’’ Surely by now we are aware that 
prnouncing the word does not create community. 


Rabbi Lawrence Hoffman at a national meeting of 
liturgists last fall introduced the notion that possibly what 
we have.in our synagogues (and parishes) is not natural 
community but ‘‘a community of limited liability.’” He 
defined the ‘‘natural community”’ as people ‘‘who meet 
together with unspoken demands that they freely make 
because they feel like brothers and sisters.”’ 


A LIMITED community, the rabbi says, ‘‘is one to 
which people belong because they have certain specified 
demands, a limited check list of expectations for which 
they hold the community responsible.

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That’s an interesting distinction. Rabbi Hoffman 
applies it to synagogues; it also applies to many Catholic 
parishes. As a result of Vatican II, or rather as a 
misdirected result of some of its implementation, parishes 
have become ‘’communities of limited liability.’’ To put 
it succinctly, they have become mini-corporations. Now 
there are various departments and committees in the 
parishes. Certain people are engaged to perform specific 
duties. The result: as the rabbi says, ‘“‘we are engaged in. 
turning out a product,’’ in our case Called 
‘‘Christianity.’’ 

This may be why many people in parishes have been 
moving to ‘‘self-serve.’’ They will drift in or out of ‘his or 
that parish. They shop around to find the preacher they 
want, the priest-counsellor they prefer. Some have 
decided they don’t need any permanent community 
relationships at all. They drop out of parish life and pick 
up a little religion in a moment of crisis. 

IT COULD BE that we are being caught in the 
mystique of ‘‘community,’’ a romanticized notion right 
out of Acts about how Christians in community are 
supposed to behave — but in fact rarely do. 


For a few, a very precious few, the parish can provide a 
chance to enter more deeply into a worship life, a prayer 
life, a living of the faith. That will never happen easily, 
but that surely is what we are called to do.

Pope to Portugal: 
‘Man not made

Pope John Paul II completed a four- 
day visit to Portugal May 15. He went to 
the shrine of Our Lady of Fatima in 
gratitude for her protection when he was 
shot in St. Peter’s Square last May 13; 
one day short of a year, another attempt 
was made on his life by a knife-wielding 
illicitly ordained priest, 

At each stop in his brief visit to 
Portugal’s urban and farming areas, Pope 
John Paul met wildly enthusiastic crowds 
as he reaffirmed his previous teachings on 
the Church’s ties to culture, on the family 
and on work. 


“HUMAN WORK can never. be 
considered merely a function of capital. It 
transcends it absolutely,’’ he told factory 
workers in Oporto, Portugal’s second 
largest city and its industrial center. 


‘Man is not made for the machine but 
the machine for man,’’ he added. 
Machines should not ‘‘enslave man to 
their rhythm, depriving him of a deserved 
employment and of a truly human 
standard of living,’’ the pope said. 

Pope John Paul defended the right of 
workers to form unions but said they 


should never seek to resolve problems 


‘with hate or violence.”’ 


“<THE. HUMAN person cannot — 


develop himself completely, at the 
individual or social level, if not through 
culture,’’ the pope told a crowd including 
the nation’s leading intellectuals and 
scientists. 
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America’ at St. James’ Cathedral in 
Brooklyn, N.Y., related his experiences 
as pastor of St. John the Baptist Church 
in a poor section of Cali, Colombia. 


‘“*THAT SMALL elite which has had 
power for centuries’? in some South 
American countries, he said, ‘‘can deal 
very easily with ideologies, even guerilla 
warfare. But they cannot deal with an 
inner presence of God, and the strength, 


for the machine’ 


But, he added, ‘‘in the vision of the 
Church, culture is not something that 
remains extraneous from faith, but 


something that must receive profound 
and beneficial input from it.”’ 

‘‘Despite the fact that the harmony of 
culture with faith has not always been’ 
realized without difficulties, the Church 
does not cease to seek closer ties with all 
cultures, all ideological concepts and with 
all men of good will,’”’ the pope said. 


TO AN ESTIMATED 400,000 near 
the sanctuary of Sameiro, where about a 
million pilgrims come each year to visit a 
statue dating from 1869 commemorating 
the Immaculate Conception, the pope 
said to work to ‘‘maintain and preserve a 
situation favorable to the conjugal and 
familial community, where, with the 
transmission of life, exists a very grave 
obligation to educate the offspring.”’ 


He made no direct reference to 
abortion, which is illegal in Portugal. The 
Portuguese Communist Party recently 
introduced in Parliament legislation to 
legalize abortion. 


Pope John Paul told a predominatly 
young crowd of about 500,000 people in 
Lisbon to enter the priesthood or 
Religious life and to take an active role in 
evangelization. 

“SEVANGELIZATION is not 
effective without youthful enthusiasm, 
without youth in the heart, without a 
number of connected qualities: joy, hope, 
lack of guile, audacity, 
idealism,’’ the pope said. 
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wisdom and unity that comes from that.’ 


Bishop Weigand said that the 


dictatorships cannot control ‘‘the kind of © 


dynamic’’ which fires up Catholics who 
have become transformed by Christ. 
They cannot cope with parishes which 
have formed specialized outreach basic 
communities and have sought to bring 
hope into the lives of desperately poor 
people in shattered neighborhoods. 


The bishop. reviewed the 
transformation in his Colombian parish 
of 60,000, where he served before 
becoming bishop of the Utah diocese. 


HE WAS appalled on his arrival in 
Cali in June 1968 at the poverty, sickness, 
lack of medical care, unemployment and _ 
frequent hillside flooding that had 
disintegrated the morale and the humble 
homes of the inhabitants. 


When he revisited the parish in 1981 he 
said he was happy to discover that the 
changes had been so great that “‘my 
leaving has made no difference. 


“The leadership has been entirely 
turned over to local clergy. There is a 
sense of pride among the people. They 
had discovered their God, they knew who 
they were. It did not matter if oppressors 
came or went, they realized God was on 
their side.”’ 


THE TRANSFORMATION, he 
related, was spurred by documents of the 
Second Vatican Council and the 
enormous impact of the Latin American 
bishops’ conference in 1968 in Medellin, 
Colombia. 

On his recent visit, Bishop Weigand 
said, he was able to compare the pride of 
the people in the Cali parish that had 
resulted from long and sometimes painful 
efforts to build up their own self-worth as 
Christians. : 


Ten years previously, he recalled,

families were disintegrating, with adult 
members seeking escape routes — such as 
alcoholism or abandonment of family life 
— to deaden their pain. 


THE CHANGE brought about by the 
two priests and two nuns at the parish 
came partly because they put many of 
their concerns directly into the hands of 
lay leaders, the bishop said. 


They subdivided the parish and 
coordinated the efforts of specialized 
groups. The parish found itself with new 
visitors at its doors, priests and bishops 
from other parishes wanting to know the 
secret of their success. 


The parish ‘‘fanned out over the city”’ 
and high on the priority list for each 
subgroup was a ‘“‘sense of God’s 
presence,”’ the bishop said. 


‘“*FROM THE very beginning, we had 
to take seriously what the Latin American 
bishops said about the development of lay 
leadership,’’ Bishop Weigand said. The 
influence of the parish was felt so widely 
that it set in motion a ‘‘different lifestyle”’ 
at many levels, using basic Christian 
communities as a main ‘‘pastoral tool.’ 


Bishop Weigand’s talk was part of the 
‘‘Shepherd Speaks’’ series of six speeches 
by American bishops on moral and social 
issues.

Land of lovely names...and problems 


A generation ago we knew it as Ceylon, 
famous for humidity, tea and being at the 
foot of India. An island country. Now we 
know it as Sri Lanka, a poetic name in a 
country of polysyllabic, tinkling names. For 
instance the new bishop there is Thomas 
Goonewardena and his diocese, just created, 
is that of Anuradhapura (take it a syllable at 
a time and it is easy). 


The good news out of Sri Lanka is the new 
diocese, of course, which means growth, 
more Catholics, more Christians in a part of 
the world where other religions 
predominate. 

Other good news from Sri Lanka is that 
“Maithreegama’”’ has just been opened — 
the ‘‘Village of Love’’ and brainchild of an 
Italian Jesuit missionary Father Francis 
Battaglia, who has served there for 51 
years. 


The event was important enough for the 
President of Sri Lanka to be there, the Papal 
Nuncio and the Prime Minister. The 
president spoke of the message of “Lord 
Buddha and Jesus Christ,’’ and referred to 
the ‘doctrine of love and compassion of 
Lord Buddha which still survives; similarly 
the things of Jesus Christ can never be 
forgotten.” The Papal Nuncio praised the 
collaboration between Buddhists and 
Catholics, particularly working together to 
“promote the moral and ethical 


development’ of the people in today’s 
increasingly technological civilization. 

Father Battaglia, as “‘father’’ of the 
people, the village and their spiritual life, 
smiled and accepted the plaudits. He had 
worked with those who had physically 
contructed the 100-home village, inspired 
them, prayed with them, loved them and 
married them, christened them and buried 
them. And he, in a short speech, adverted 
to the moral value of the hand construction 
of the village to the families now living. 
there, having virtually built their own 
homes. 

It’s a long way from bulldezing whole 
hillsides in San Diego county and creating a 
tract of modern homes, to hand hewing from 
the soil and local materials the wherewithal 
to provide 100 new homes in 
“Maithreegama’’, the village of love. 

Technology has its place. It is marvelous 
and labor saving. But it is no substitute for 
human endeavor and love. 

Sri Lanka, like most of the world, has its 
problems. As explained by the bishops 
there, in a recent joint pastoral letter, ‘’In 
our nation we see the cross taking reality 
mainly in the shape of abject poverty, 
drought, racial discord, infidelity in 
marriage, corruption in public life and 
indiscipline.’” They appeal to Christians to 
be the “leaven’” in society ‘in a world 
dominated by materialism.”

the fraternity and the Vatican have

THE ARCHBISHOP’S followers are 
often described as ‘‘traditionalists’’ 
although in North America, at least, use 
of that title has been criticized by a 
separate group of Catholics who favor the 
old Latin Mass and call themselves the 
Catholic Traditionalist Movement, Inc. 


Fernandez Krohn joined the Fraternity 
of St. Pius X after he had tried seminary 
life in Spain and found it unsatisfactory. 


During a 1976 interview, he said he 
was attracted to Archbishop Lefebvre 
because the latter is ‘‘a defender of the 
traditional Church, which is_ so 
threatened by progressives.”’ 


IN JULY 1978 Fernandez Krohn said 
his first Mass, in Madrid in an exclusive 
hotel- which reportedly charged his 
parents $2,800 for the facilities. The 
three-hour Mass drew 900 Catholics, 
despite a warning from the Madrid 
Archdiocese that Catholics were not to 
participate in ‘‘such dangerous acts’’ of 
rebellion against Church authority. 
Archbishop Lefebvre, accompanied at the 
Mass by a large group of seminarians 
from ‘‘traditionalist’’ institutions, used 
the occasion to. deliver an attack on 
ecumenism as a deviation from the 
missionary spirit of the Church. 

Exactly how long Fernandez Krohn 
and the Fraternity of St. Pius X remained 
on good terms is uncertain, but according 


to the fraternity, Fernandez Krohn left 


the community in 1980. 


According to French authorities, 
Fernandez Krohn then became active in a 
radical organization, the Sedevacantistes 
or ‘‘empty See-ists,’’ who believe that no 
pope has been validly elected since the 
death of Pope Pius XII in 1958. 
Fernanadez Krohn became acquainted 
with them about the time of his 
ordination. 


SEDEVACANTISTES consider 
Archbishop Lefebvre a traitor to the cause 
because he claims to accept papal 
authority, although he remains in a state 
of schism from Rome. 


French police told the news media that 
Fernandez Krohn lately had been 
heading a small, ‘‘traditionalist’’ parish 
in Rouen. He reportedly recently 
disrupted a prayer service for Poland by 
Archbishop Jean-Marie Lustiger of Paris 
when he grabbed the microphone from 
Archbishop Lustiger and began shouting. 

Born in Madrid, Fernandez Krohn 
studied law and economics at the 
University of Madrid before beginning 
studies for the priesthood at Archbishop 
Lefebvre’s seminary in Switzerland.

- ‘A SPANISH schoolmate, who asked 
not to be named, described the priest as

any current connection with Fernandez 
Krohn and his activities. , 


‘CHE HAS NOT been a member of 
our community for the past two years”’ 
the fraternity said in a statement from its 
Swiss headquarters. ‘“‘The Fraternity of 
St. Pius X profoundly regrets this 
incredible behavior on’ the part of one of. 
its former members and_ severely 
condemns this blind fanaticism.” 


It added it reaffirms ‘‘publicly and 
officially its attachment to the Apostolic 
See.” 


ACCORDING TO priests associated 
with the community in the United States, 
the Fraternity of St. Pius X has a 
seminary, St. Thomas Aquinas, in 
Ridgefield, Conn.; Our Lady of

THE INCIDENT occurred when the 
recitation of the rosary was over and the 
pope had gone to a little altar in front of 
the Fatima shrine. The event took place 
not on the platform for the altar, where 
the pope was, but at a lower level. 


Camilo Cibin, a top Vatican security 
agent, told reporters in Portugal that the 
attacker was a ‘‘madman,’’ But, he said, 
Pope John Paul was not disturbed by the 
assassination attempt. Father Romeo 
Panciroli, Vatican spokesman, also told 


' the press that the pope was not given full 


details of the attack until the morning of 
May 13. 


Security around the pope was lighter 


‘Similar to an attack on Paul Vi 


before the incident. The pope did not use 
a bullet-proof car and no bullet-proof 
screens were’ installed at Fatima. But 
security was heavily increased after the 
attempted attack. Twice as many 
bodyguards walked alongside the pope’s 
car on May 13 as he was driven to th> 
shrine to address another huge, cheering 
crowd. Security agents also linked arms to 
hold back the throng. 


THE ATTACK was similar to an 
unsuccessful attack on Pope Paul VI in 
Manila, the Philippines, in 1970. In that 
incident, a young man dressed in priestly 
apparel approached the pope, drew a 
knife and lunged at Paul VI. The 
assailant was disarmed by security agents.

TO CARRY ON this good fight the convention agreed 
to finance lobbyists and to set up a war-chest that would 
be at the service of candidates ‘‘committed to First 
Amendment gains.’’

And consider this: ‘‘Adult 
film celebrities present the awards to winners and others 
perform the nominated songs to music provided by the 
NBC orchestra.’’ Now if that’s not class what is? 


‘WE STARTED the awards five years ago as a means 
of upgrading the quality of adult films. When competition 
is introduced, product standards improve. That 
competitive drive has been partly responsible for the rapid 
evolution of erotic films,’’ said Johnson. 


And there is another reason, too, one that concerns us: 
cable televison: ‘‘Within the past few years these movies 
have found a new market in women and couples via 
exposure on cable television and video cassettes. Because 
of that growth, more sophisticated storylines, production 
values and acting have developed.”’ 


What are we to make of all this effort at respectability? 
Doesn’t anybody get outraged any more, you wonder. 
How about Jimmy Carter and Ed Koch not hesitating to 
be interviewed in Playboy, the great pioneer in bringing 
smut into home and hearth? 


AND HOW ABOUT newspapers giving headline 
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treatment to the disordered fantasies of a man who tried

On a more genteel level, we have Barbara Walters, 
dripping with solicitude, interviewing a man just 
convicted of attempting to murder his wife. Why not?

The Japanese have an expression: ‘“The man away 
from home knows no shame.’’ Well, it seems as though 
too many of our fellow Americans are away from home in 
the sense that they are culturally and morally uprooted. 
And so the most outrageous kind of absurdity, the most 
shameful sort of behavior are accepted as, well, ‘“‘what’s 
going down,”’ to use the abominable current expression. 

AND TO MAKE matters worse, much of this could 
soon be ‘‘going down”’ in your own living room thanks to 
the wonders of cable televison.

WASHINGTON (NC) — A pro-life 
group called on President Reagan to fire 
Dr. James-B. Wyngaarden, 57, National 
Institutes of Health director, and other 
pro-lifers criticized the new director for 
speaking out in favor of abortion. 

In his first meeting with reporters, 
Wyngaarden said abortion is a personal 
matter that should be left up to the 
individual rather than regulated by the 
government. 

‘J BELIEVE the abortion decision 
should be an individual decision,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I believe in freedom of choice.’’ 

He also spoke in favor of considering 
federal funding of test-tube baby research 
in humans, calling it a legitimate area of 
study that could futher benefit infertile 
couples. Government funding of research 
on in vitro fertilization has been 
prohibited since 1973. 


The National Pro-Life Political Action 


Committee sent a telegram to President 
Reagan stating: ‘‘We are shocked and 
insulted by Dr. James Wyngaarden’s 
public statements 
administration’s policy regarding the 
right to life for the unborn.

PETER GEMMA, the committee’s 
executive director, said that ‘‘Dr.

Richard §S. Schwieker and Surgeon 
General C. Everett Koop, Gemma 
added, ‘‘I suspect his days at the national 
institute are numbered.”’

NCEA: tuition tax credits constitutional 


WASHINGTON (NC) — An analysis 
of tuition tax credits published by the 
National Catholic Educational 
Association concludes that the Packwood- 
Moynihan proposal providing for tuition 
tax credits would be constitutional. 

Federal Tuition Tax Credits and the 
Establishment Clause: A Constitutional 
Analysis of the Packwood-Moynihan Proposal, 
is an effort to counter ‘‘specious 
reasoning’’ about the constitutionality of 
tax credits, said Msgr. John Myers, 
NCEA president. 

THE PROPOSAL, which would give 
parents of non-public school children tax 
credits for tuition they pay, was 
introduced by Sen. Robert Packwood 
(R-Ore.) and Sen. Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan (D-N.Y.). 

David J. Young and Steven W. Tigges 
prepared the booklet for the NCEA. They 
concluded that ‘‘careful reading of the 


cases and analysis of the underlying policy 
considerations indicate that the 
Packwood-Moynihan would be found 
constitutional.”’ 

To be constitutional the legislation 
would have a ‘“‘secular purpose,’’ must 
have ‘“‘secular effect’’ and must not create 
“excessive entanglements’’ between 
government and religion, the authors 
said; they analyzed these three areas in 
their 41-page booklet.

“*T suspect it’s more than a feeling that 
he has inside — I feel that he wants to 
crusade. He chose to stick his head up, so

CURRAN ALSO asked, ‘‘How did he 
survive the scrutiny’’ of the Senate Labor 
and Human Resources Committee, 
headed by Sen. Orrin Hatch (R-Utah), a 


prominent pro-lifer. 


Charles D. Dean Jr., president of the 
Tidewater Chapter of the Virginia 
Society for Human Life, said, ‘“‘I am 
unhappy to see the appointment of an 
individual who is not only pro-abortion 
but also pro-in vitro fertilization, which is 
purely experimentation on early human 
beings.’’ Dean’s group has opposed the 
test tube baby clinic in Norfolk, Va. 


Dean added, ‘‘I can only believe that 
the top administrative officials who are so 
wholeheartedly opposed to abortion 
would allow (Wyngaarden’s 
appointment) only if they perceived it to 
be without capacity to do any harm to the 
cause of human life.’’ 


Wyngaarden was chairman of the 
department of medicine at Duke 
University School of Medicine before 
becoming the 12th NIH director. He said 
his duties will be focused mainly on 
stabilizing basic medical research in an 
era of declining funds.

CAMPO — Sixteen-year-old Douglas 
Lane has been commuting to his piano 


lessons since he was six. His mother Doris 


has been driving him from this mountain 
community to teachers in Descanso, Mt. 
Laguna, La Mesa and even a weekly 
100-mile round trip to the University of 
San Diego overlooking Mission Valley, 
where he studies music with Ilona 
Mysior. 

Now a student at St. Augustine High 
School, Doug stays during the week with 
the family of friends, and uses the grand 
piano at Our Lady of Peace Academy for 
several hours of practice each day. 

DOUG’S MUSIC career — he hopes 
to be a concert pianist, says his father, 
Ed, a teacher at Mountain Empire High 
School — has been furthered by 


neighbors here and the parishioners at St. 
Adelaide Church, who’ve pitched in with 
meeting some of his travel and study 
expenses — which are expensive. 


A PARISH raffle last year raised 
money for his travels back east, and a 
parish bake sale is planned this year, too, 
said Father John Nesbitt, pastor of St. 
Mary Magdalene Church in Jacumba 
and of St. Adelaide’s here. 


‘‘We have a boy here I think we should 
help,’’ explained Father Nesbitt. ‘‘He’s a 
brilliant musician, something that’s rare 
in our day and age.

confidence. 


THERE IS still a commitment on the 
part of Bishop Maher for a North County 
diocesan high school, said Father Clark, 
and the pastors in the area have pledged 
their support and $300,000; a fund- 
raising drive is tentatively expected to 
begin within the next two years. 

To this end, noted Father Clark, the 
bishop had already begun a ‘‘very formal 
and diligent search’’ for property in the 
area suitable for the construction of the 
new high school, which will be owned and 
operated by the diocese. A site of at least 
20 acres is required.”’ 


Unlike the situation at Thomas 
Aquinas, where vision and dedication 
seemed to outstrip reality, the diocese has 
set as its first priority nothing less than 
beginning from the start with a complete, 
four-year high school capable of 
immediate academic accreditation. 


FATHER CLARK praised the board 
and parents who began and operated the 
soon-to-close high school, but said they 
simply did not have the resources needed 
to ‘‘construct and operate the first-rate 

‘kind of Catholic school which is the only 
kind of institution that is worth 
operating.’”’ 

‘They didn’t want to wait, and they 
tried very hard on their own,’’ added 
Father Clark. ‘‘At the time the bishop 
would not take responsibility because he 
felt the diocese didn’t have sufficient 
resources available. And faced with the 
continued prospect of a rising deficit, the 
Thomas Aquinas High School board 
decided to close the school and cease 
operations.’’ 


Thomas Aquinas’ principal Ross D. 
McMillan expressed ‘‘disappointment’”’ 
at the school’s failure, and acknowledged 
that the board found it was becoming 
impossible to ‘‘hang on’’ financially, and 
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“too much of a burden.”’ 


‘““WE OWE IT to our youth to give 
them a good, strong, Catholic 
education,’’ he said, adding that there is 
great support in the area for a Catholic 
high school. 


It would look now, based on Father 
Clark’s assessment of the situation, that 
the diocese will make a move in that 
direction sometime in 1983 or 1984. 


Pope may cancel 
his trip to England 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II on May 16 expressed his strong 
desire to visit Britain at the end of May 
but said the continuing hostilities between 
Britain and Argentina had put the long- 
planned trip in doubt. 


Speaking from his apartment balcony 
to about 50,000 visitors to St. Peter’s 
Square, the pope indicated that the 
fighting between Argentina and Britan in 
the South Atlantic was disturbing the 
atmosphere of peace and serenity which 
should surround a papal trip. 


THE COUNTRIES are fighting about 
sovereignty over a group of islands called 
the Falklands by Britain and the Malvinas 
by Argentina. By Monday Argentina had 
lost more than 400 members of its armed 
forces in the fighting, according to 
Argentine President Leopoldo Galtieri. 
Britain had listed 24 deaths. 


There is still time for negotiations to 
change the picture, said the pope, 
permitting the trip to England, Scotland 
and Wales to proceed as scheduled May 
28 to June 2. 


“‘T know with how much desire and 
how much hope this trip has been awaited 
by the (British) Catholic community,” 
said the pope prior to his customary 
Sunday recitation of the noontime Regina 
Coeli prayer. 
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
